Washington, D. C., March 3.—[Special.}]— 

With Great Britain and Spain unwilling to 
force to an issue the outrages committed 
upon their subjects, the administration is re- 
lieved from apprehension that a European 
combination would be formed to compel 
American intervention in Mexico. 
The president and Secretary Bryan now be- 
lieve that they can address themselves with- 
out danger of foreign complications to the 
task of making Carranza and Villa see the 
light. 

Carranza's position as set forth in his notes 
to Secretary Bryan is now pronounced impos- 
sible and totally inadmissible. Until he has 
yielded to what is regarded as reason the at- 
tention of the state department will be con- 
centrated on that phase of the Mexican prob- 
lem. The principle involved is considered 
sufficiently important to overshadow all other 
considerations at present. 


Carden as Friendly Emmisary. 

The gratifying effect of Sir Edward Grey’s 
moderate speech in the house of commons 
was heightened by the presence in Washing- 
ton of Sir Lionel Carden, British minister 
to Mexico, who came to this city en route to 
London for the purpose of calling on Presi- 
dent Wilson. 

The call wae for the purpose of emphasizing 
Great Britain’s genuine friendliness for the 
United States in regard to Mexico, and to 


ington that Sir Lionel is a bitter anti-Ameri- 
can influence in Mexico City. 

Neither the embassy nor the White House 
would diseuss the conference between the 
president and Sir Lionel, but it is known the 
latter defended his pro-Huerta policy in 
Mexico City. 

It developed today that in its determina- 
tion to effect a virtual withdrawal of Car- 
ranza from the position set forth in his notes, 
the United States wili employ Consul 
Carothers, who has gone to Nogales, and 
will enjoy the assistance of the Washington 
agents of the Mexican revolution. 

This assistance will not be rendered by 
reason of any solicitation upon the part of 
the state department, but because the Wash- 
ington representatives of Carranza consider 
that their chief erred grossly in his rebuffs 
of the United States end Great Britain.

John W. Worthington Taken 
from Courtroom by Dep- 
uty Olus at 4 P. M. 


STILL MISSING AT 1 A. M. 


John W. Worthington, private banker and 
head of the defunct American Banking as- 
sociation, has slipped from the clutches of 
the law once again. 

Until after midnight he was supposed to 
be safe in the county jail, whither he was 
ordered by Judge Sullivan in default of $5,000 
bonds. The judge expected Worthington to 
appear before him again this morning 

The versatile private banker was taken 
from Judge Sullivan’s courtroom early in 
the evening, supposedly by a deputy sheriff. 
The judge’s orders were that he be locked 
up at once. But he was not locked up. He 
vanished, supposedly under Deputy Olus’ 
care, in search of bondsmen. 

At 1 o’clock a. m. no word had been re- 
ceived at the jail from the deputy, and the 
police at the detective bureau knew nothing 
of what had become of Worthington. 


Series of Earlier Reverses. 

The day was marked by a series of reverses 
for the one time head of the American Bank- 
ing association. Despite the pleadings cf 
his attorney, who assured him there would 
be “no trouble in reducing the bond to 
$2,500,"" Worthington took a tighter hold on 
his seat when Judge Sullivan announced bail 
must be obtained at $5,000. 

‘Harlier in the day suit for $2,485 was filed 
in the Superior court against Mrs. Jennie 
Worthington, wife of the defendant, by the 
Cosmopolitan Fuel company.

JAMES K. HACKETT 
GETS BIG FORTUNE 


Actor Will Receive Bulk of 
Aunt’s $2,500,000 Estate 


RESULT OF. OLD DECREE. 


New York, March 3.—[Special.]—Mrs. Min- 
nie Hackett Trowbridge died at her home, 
72 Park avenue, this morning from the effects 
of a stroke of apoplexy suffered more than 
five years ago. 

In consequence of a strange combination 
or circumstances James K. Hackett, the 
actor, will inherit the bulk of an estate val- 
ued at nearly $2,500,000. 

Hackett himself does not know that he 
became a millionaire this morning. The 
woman who died desired above all things 
that others should inherit her praperty. She 
had never received him at her home; she had 
declined to hold any communication with 
him; she had expressed totally different 
purposes and pians for her money. Yet for 
three years, other relatives, her warmest per- 
sonal friends, lawyers, and financial institu- 
tions who had the management of her prop- 
erty have known that the actor must inevit- 
ably receive the bulk of it. 

They talked it over among themselves, 
discussed it with friends, but simply waited 
for the time when the operation of the law 
would bring about that which the woman 
herself profoundly desired to have other- 
wise. 


Aunt Couldn't Make New Will. 

Hackett will receive the money because as 
uncle of Mra. Trowbridge he is nearest of kin 
and entitled to a residuary estate which had 
been bequeathed to her husband, Francis E. 
Trowbridge, who died in 1910. Suffering from 
aphasia, at the time due to the paralysis, Mrs. 
Trowbridge was the following year declared 
incompetent by the courts, which made it im- 
possible for her to make a new will, though ip 
lucid moments it was a matter of poignant 
grief to her. 

She had cousins, A. Oakie Hall, Mrs. George 
Peabody Wetmore, wife of the United States 
senator from Rhode Island, and Miss Alice 
Keteltas, whom she loved, and Mrs. James 
L. Clancy, who had devoted years of her life 
to soothing her and making her comfortable. 
but she could not do anything for them out of 
affection, except that which had been done by 
specific bequest in the will of 1907 or 1908, 


Family Noted on the Stage. 

Mrs. Minnie Hackett Trowbridge was the 
daughter and only child of John Keteltas 
Hackett, a distinguished lawyer, and for 
years recorder of New York City. He was 
the son of James Henry Hackett (“ Falstaf ” 
Hackett), a great actor of the first half of the 
nineteenth century. Recorder Hackett was 
the son of the actor by his first wife, Kath- 
erine, who was herself famous on the stage 
of England and the United States. She died 
in 1845. 

“ Falstaff’ Hackett took a second wife 
when he was an old man, and James K. Hack- 
ett is the only child of this marriage, born 
in 1869 when his father was 69 years old. 
The second marriage of the actor had never 
been received with favor. The recorder him- 
self was opposed to it, 

Miss Hackett and Francis E. Trowbridgs, 
an elderly Wall street broker, were married 
in 1907 when both were near 60 years of age. 

It was a will made early in 1908 which 
brings the fortune to Hackett. In this will, 
after making bequests to her cousins and 
a specific bequest to Mr. Trowbridge, Mrs. 
Trowbridge left the residue to him and did 
not provide for its disposition otherwise ig 
case of his dyng before her.

The bonds were valued at $1,000 each. 

On Friday, Feb. 27, the manager of Otis & 
Oo., stock and bond house in Cleveland, tele- 
phoned Mr. Maguire at his office. 

Wi. just received an inquiry from the bond 
house of Logan & Bryan of Chicago about 
those five Standard Cement bonds that were 
stolen from your vault.” 

“Logan & Bryan,“ repeated Maguire. 
Thanks. Good-by; I am off for Chicago.” 

Maguire wired the law firm of W. D. Wash- 
burn and Stephen A. Day in the New York 
Léfe building, who represent the cement firm 
in Chicago. The attorneys immediately 
placed the William J. Burns detective agency 
in touch with the clew to the bond robbery. 


Detectives Take the Trail. 
The detectives took the trail. The clerk of 
Logan & Bryan who applied to the Cleveland 
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house for a quotation on the bonds recalled 
that he had received the inquiry from the 
house of Leiler & Co., dealers in stocks and 
bonds in the Rookery building. 

The clerk at Leller & Co. recalled that he 
had received the inquiry about Standard 
Cement bonds from Charles A. Stoneham 
& Co. in the Medinah temple. C. E. Pratt, 
manager of the Stoneham concern, referred 
to his books. 

“On Feb. 25 Charles Johnson and his wife 
called upon us,“ said Mr. Pratt. He said 
he had some bonds he wanted to turn into 
cash. He wanted us to sell five Standard 
Cement bonds. We told him we would like 
to handle the business for him and started 
immediately to get quotations on the paper. 

„Johnson came back two days later and 
hypothecated the bonds for $500, leaving 
them with us with the agreement that he 
would return and we would pay him the re- 
mainder. He is due here today—this after- 
noon. We have forwarded tho bonds to San 
Francisco through our New York house.“ 

The Burns detectives immediately reported 
by telephone to their headquarters, which 
in turn informed Washburne, Day, ard Ma- 
guire.

BUILT TO TRUNK SYSTEM. 


That Was Promise, but Resi- 
dents Expected More Pre- 
tentious Move. 


A few hundred farmers in Kendall county 


are not exhibiting any great amount of sym- 
pathy for S. G. Durant, a railroad promoter, 
supposedly confined to the Congress hotel 
by illness. But they are interested in his 
recovery and hope he will come back soon. 

Mr. Durant visited Kendall county last sum- 
mer and landed in Newark, citizens of which 
town spent most of their spare time wailing 
because they had no railroad. He informed 
them he intended to give them a railroad, 
and immediately became the most popular 
man of the community. 

The Newark citizens got the idea some- 
where that their railroad was to extend from 
Rockford southeast to Clarke City in Kan- 
kakee county, thus connecting two branches 
of the Illinois Central railroad. This would 
have been a 125 mile road, and Newark was 
strong for it. 

Many acres of $200 farm land were pledged 
as right of way. Also a $30,000 bonus was 
raised. Mr, Durant was to “ connect New- 
ark with a standard trunk line railroad,” 
and only then was to collect the bonus. 

Subscriptions went through with a rush, 
Representative Charles C. Hoge contribut- 
ing $1,500. Every one went out to see the 
tracks being built across the prairie. The 
construction started with a section from 
Newark to Millington, where connection was 
made with the Chicago, Burlington and 
Quincy railroad. The section is two and a 
half miles long. Two weeks ago a special 
train made the trip Which connected New- 
ark with a trunk line railroad.” : 

Aboard the train were most of the Newark 
citizens. All who were not back of the snort- 
ing locomotive were at the Station with a 
brass band, and it wasa big day in Newark 
Enthusiasm continued high until it was 
observed that no more work was being done 
on the track. No more is being done now, 
and there is gloom in Newark, for it is feared 
the road building is over. That is why 
Newark wants Mr. Durant to return.

ONE JURYMAN COLLAPSES. 


Prosecutor Bell Calls Result of Trial 
No Surprise.

ant to the penitentiary while one defendant 
was acquitted and another fined, I have real-

In 
the great political game of “passing the 
buck”? a commission is almost indis- 
pensable.

When a reformer becomes noisy and 
troublesome it is a painless and effective 
operation to gag him by appointment to 
the chairmanship of a commission to in- 
vestigate his special subject. 

In fact, it may be doubted if all the 
varied uses of the commission have ever 
been fully developed, though the possi- 
bilities in several directions have been at 
least suggested.

O far as the taxpayer is concerned. the 

commission habit is sometimes costly. 

Public funds are spent, in the first place, 
for the salaries of public officials elected 
or appointed to do certain work. 

Public funds are spent, in the second 
place, to employ a commission of experts 
to do the work which the dfficials, for one 


reason or another, do not feel themselves 
qualified to do. 

Public funds are spent, in the third 
place, to pay the expense of an investiga- 
tion by a second commission of charges of 
incompetence or worse made against the 
members of the first commission. 

What the taxpayer gets qut of it all is 
an increase of taxes—with the original 
work still to be done and paid for. Unless, 
indeed, he counts a brief scandal in the 
newspapers as worth the price of adm 
sion.

T is almost impossible to get anything 

like a complete and correct list of all 
the commissions now in existence in Chi- 
cago. Some of them are extremely ac- 
tive, holding regular meetings every week 
or two. Some have passed into a coma- 
tose condition and are not quite certain 
whether or not they still retain any spark 
of life. Others have officially passed out 
of existence and their work has been 
continued by volunteer commissions with- 
Some masquerade 
as special committees on various subjects. 

Some of the commissions, have done an 
enormous amount of hard work’ and have 
published exhaustive reports, covering 
hundreds of pages of type and costing 
thousands of dollars. 

The list printed at the head of this col- 
umn will be sufficient to give a fair idea 
of the number and of the varied sub- 
jects which are under consideration. Many 
of these commissions are no doubt justi- 
fied. Some of them, appointed and 
financéd by private citizens and organiza- 
tions, simply reflect a prevailing distrust 
of public officials. Perhaps all of them 
do something in the way of educating the 
publie. 

But as an instrument for the prompt 
and efficient performance of public work 
it is certain that Chicago has been. able 
to turn the commission form of govern-

Bowman, formerly president of De Pauw 
university, died here today at the home of 
his daughter. He was 97 years old. 

Bishop Bowman was the patriarch of 
Methodism in America. No other bishop in 
the service of that church ever reached such 
an advanced age. He had been affectionately 
known for a generation as the grand old 
man of the faith.“ 

His career in the Methodist ministry was 
begun at the Baltimore conference in 1839. 
In 1848 he founded and became president of 
the Dickinson seiminary at Williamsport, Pa. 
Later he became president of Asbury (now 
De Pauw) university. 

It was during this period that he served for 
& year as chaplain of the United States sen- 
ate (1864-65) and became acquainted with 
Abraham Lincoln. 

It was as bishop that Dr. Bowman gained 
world-wide celebrity. He traveled 120,000 
miles visiting Methodist churches through- 
out the world. For a long time he lived 
in Evanston, III. 

His. closing years. were passed here with 
his daughter, Mrs. B. D. Caldwell, wife of the 
president of Wells-Fargo Express company. 

Besides Mrs. Caldwell the bishop is sur- 
vived by the following children: Mrs. George 
P. Smith, Baltimore; Theodore G. Bowman, 
Los Angeles; Charles and Thomes Bowman, 
St. Louis; F. B. Bowman, Denver, and C. B. 
Bowman, Tennessee. 

The bishop’s body will be taken to Green- 
castle, Ind., where De Pauw. university is 
located.

einnati leather merchant charged with mur- 3 


dering his wife in the Hotel Sherman last 
fall. 


With the overruling of the motion of Ellis’ 
attorney, George A. Remus, court adjourned 
until this morning, when Assistant State“ 
Attorney Malato will make his address to the 
jury. 

Mr. Malato indicates he will take all day. 
As Mr. Remus probably will require nearly 
as long for his final appeal ror acquittal and 
there will remain the prosecutor's closing 
address, it is unlikely the case will go to the 
jury before late tomorrow. 


Rebuttal Testimony Unfavorable. 

Ellis took the court's ruling placidly and 
gave no indication he had expected a favor- 
able ruling. The rebuttal testimony during 
the day had been unfavorable, most of it 
tending to indicate a man suffering from 

“psychic epilepsy,’’ the variety’ of brain- 
storm which Ellis pleads, could: not recall 
events as clearly as Ellis recalls them. 

There also was submitted a copy of a tele- 
gram sent by the wife, Eleanor Hosea Ellis, 
to Fred Cauldwell of Brantford, Ont. It 
read: 

“ Arrived Chicago alone Sunday 7 a. m. 
Pennsylvania. Cousin meets train.“ 

The telegram was signed E. H. Ellis, and 
was dated Oct. 10, 1918. Introduced by the 
defense in support of Ellis's declaration that 
his wife was familiar with Cauldwell, it was 
seized on by the state’s attorney as showing 
a motive for the murder. 


Ellis Swoons Again. 

Ellis swooned again when the telegram was 
read. 

“I knew it, I knew eit.“ he 9 when 
he recovered. ‘‘ How could they doit? My 
whole life is ruined! I must fight for my 
babies! I must live for them! 

Mrs. Ellis’ parents, Mr. and Mrs. Hosea, 
were on the stand for a short time. Each 
declared their daughter had shown affection 
for no man except her husband. 

Two hours were occupied by the reading 
of a 15,000 word hypothetical question to 
Dr. Sidney Kuh, sworn by the state to tes- 
tify to Ellis’ mental condition. Dr. Kuh de- 
clared Ellis was not suffering from epilepsy, 
basing his conclusion on Ellis’ ability to re- 
call various events during the supposed 
brainstorm. His opinion was corroborated 
by Dr. W. O. Krohn, another alienist. 


Says Ellis Lacks Mania. 

Once an epileptic always an epileptic,” 
Dr. Krohn said. From my observation of 
Ellis and testimony I heard in court he is 
not an epileptic and never had any mani- 
fest mania because he had a continuing and 
consecutive personality. When an epileptic 
suffers a fit he loses consciousness, and if he 
has a personality during the attack it is not 
his own.” 

Attempts to trap Dr. Krohn were unsuc- 
cessful. He said he had been practicing 
medicine only nine years, then added leis- 
urely he had been diagnosing and teaching 
here and abroad for twenty years. 

J classified the case and let the other fel- 
lows give the pills,“ he said. 

Judge Petit received a warning in the 
morning mail, written by an anonymous 
Justice.“ The note said the judge would 
be killed if Ellis is acquitted, and begged 
him to have all attending the court searched. 
Judge Petit threw the note on the floor and 
went on with the trial.

There is no telling what kind of a verdict 
the jury will return next Monday, but so far 
as this office is concerned the case appears 
to be a closed incident, Sheriff Kuhn said.

Rival Factions Leave San Trantione~ 


I. W. W. Group Secuedes and Be- 


gins March Independently. 


San Francisco, Cal., March 3.—[{Special.) 
In rival factions totaling about 1.500 men. 
the unemployed army of San Francisco 
this afternoon crossed the bay by the South- 
ern Pacific creek route on the first leg. the 
leaders assert of the transcontinental march 
to Washington. 

Following a long period of dissension be- 
tween W. A. Thorn, recognized leader of the 
Industrial Workers of the World element of 
the “army,” and Gen.” Charles T. Kelley, 
commander-in-chief of the entire body, and 
the man responsible for the semi-military 
organization of the workless, Thorn this 
afternoon assembled about 300 men who had 
seceded from the main army and marched 
down Market street to the ferry.

According to Gen.“ Keliey, his “ army” 
is much more fortunately situated than the 
rebel clan. : 

“We have transportation to Ogden al- 
ready arranged for and we expect to camp 
at Emeryville near Oakland for three or 
four days,“ Kelley said.

Dr, Thompson replies in today’s issue of the 
Northwestern. Christian Advocate to an article 
in a former issue of that paper which was writ- 
ten by the Rev. James K. Shields of Newark, 
N. J., formerly of: Chicago, and reproduced in 
THE TRI SUN of Feb. 21. Accompanying the 
article written by Mr. Ehields there was a 
statement from the editor of the Northwestern 
Christian Advocate, the Rev. E. Robb Zaring, to 
the effect that the Federal church council was 
engaged in working out a plan along the line 
proposed. by Mr. Shields, in which it was pro- 
posed that the denominations unite. and build 
three great auditoriums, one on each side of the 
civy, and man them with the ablest ministers in 
the country. 

Dr. Zaring said. that his reference to the 
Federal church council in his paper, on which 
THE TRIBUNE had based its story, was an in- 
advertence. 

“It is true,” Dr. Zaring said, “that the plan 


the cotperative council of city missions, though 
not by the Church federation council, but, as 
Dr. Thompson shows in his reply, the plan was 
not acted on favorably.”

Dr. Thompson's reply to Mr. Shields is in 
part as follows: 

“Mr. Shields is a little too pessimistic and 
does not do Protestantism full justice. It does 
no good to blow out the light so as to see the 
darkness and talk about it. Half truths do much 
harm. His article conveys the impression that 
Protestantism is retreating from a hopeless sit- 
uation and thar all the changes of method, such 
as some of our churches have adopted, are sim- 
ply feeble efforts to prop up a sinking cause. 
He gives no credit whatever to the wisdom 
manifest in certain readjustments of our work 
made necessary by the shifting tides of popula- 
tion. The removals to the residence districts 
and to the suburbs is in an orderly succession— 
one nationality succeeds another with a pre- 
cision as constant as the tides.”

After discussing the work of the various de- 
nominations Dr. Thompson continues: 

“TI can mention three or four of our west side 
churches that must soon change the character 
of their work and be turned over to our Bohe- 
mian or some other of our foreign brethren, but 
the work will not signify retreat. The cenver of 
population is shifting all the time m Chicago.

Ex-Governor Talks to Drys. 

“Why I Changed from the Wet Side to the 
Dry Side was the eubdject of an address by 
former Gov. Malcomb R. Patterson of Tennessee 
at a rally and luncheon of the Anti-Saioon 
league in the Hotel La Salle yesterday. 

This was the final meeting of a series to raise 
funds for the fight in congress for’ an amend- 
ment prohibiting the sale of intoxicating liquor. 

“The liquor dealers can see the handwriting 
on the wall, doom to the business,” said ex- 
Gov. Patterson. My change from one side to 
the other came not more than ten years ago, and 
since that time I have urged the liquor men to 
read the handwriting.” 


“I grew up in the south and naturally was 


opposed to prohibition, but while prosecuting 
attorney at Memphis I plainly saw that 85 per 
cent of convictions could be traced to drink. 
This I could not see in a bright light until I 
had vetoed a prohibition bill while governor of 
Tennessee. The bill was passed over my head, 
and from that minute I began thinking.’ 

“Tf I had constimed al! thé liquor that I am 
charged with I would be drunk for years to 
come. I did drink occasionally, but not the 
way I was supposed to.”

RUSH SCHOOL SEEKS $1,000,000 


Must Get Endowment or Lose 


Chicago University Support. 


RELATIONS ARE STRAINED. 


Severance Threatened Unless Cam- 
paign for Funds Succeeds, 


Rush Medical college must raise an en- 
dowment of $1,000,000 if it is taken under the 
direct control of the University of Chicago 
as an associate department. An ultimatum 
to this effect has been served upon the Rush 
trustees, who admitted it yesterday. The 
sum must be raised by December of this 
year, and the Rush trustees have launched 
a campaign for the money. 

For some time Rush college has been 
loosely affiliated with the University of Chi- 
cago, but recently a break has come in the 
relations, it is said, owing to the limited en- 
dowment of the medical school. The uni- 
versity trustees say the lack of funds handi- 
caps the efforts to maintain a high standard 
medical course, and unless the million en- 
dowment is forthcoming it is reported the 
university will withdraw all connection with 
Rush college. 

Seek to Raise $1,500,000. 

According to the statement of John J. Glesg- 
ner, president of the board of trustees of 
Rush, the authorities of the affiliated schools 
have set the mark of $1,500,000 to be raised 
before the end of the year. The trustees 


of Rush are eager to satisfy the demands 


of the university, in order to make the med- 
ical school eligible for acoeptance as an in- 
corporated department of the institution. 

“The authorities of Rush have no inten- 
tion of breaking relations with the univer- 
sity,’’ Mr. Glessner said. ‘“ The Rush trus- 
tees are aware of the need of an increased 
endowment in order to carry on the work 
of the school in an adequate manner, and 
they are at present engaged in a quiet cam- 
paign to raise 81,500,000.“ 

Mr. Glesener said Rush officials are not 
contemplating aMfliation with the University 
of Illinois, in the event that the Midway 
authorities decide to abandon Rush. 


Self Sustaining Basis Sought. 

“The university,’’ Frederick A Smith gaid, 
“wants Rush to get a better endowment in 
erder to raise the standard of scholarship 
and get better buildings and equipment. It 
will take at least $1,000,000 to put the medi- 
cal college on a self-sustaining basis. That 
condition has been laid down by the uni- 
yersity.”’ 

Dr. John Milton Dodson, dean of the Rush 
Medical school, said the move by the uni- 
versity had been expected. 

‘Rush has no endowment of any impor. 
tance at present.“ he said, and now we are 
compelled to look for money. Rush, how- 
ever, has well founded hopes of being re- 
ceived as an active part of the university, ir 
the trusttees succeed in raising the fund.”

HOUSE DEMOCRATS 


WARNED BY WOMEN 
TO AID SUFFRAGE 


Mrs. Benedict Tells Them Party 
Must Obey Demands Which 
Are Made by 4,000,000. 


PLAN FOR REFERENDUM 


Leaders Will Ask That Voters of 
Country Be Given Chance to 
Decide on Ballots. 


PLEA FOR AMENDMENT WILL FAIL 


[BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.] 

Washington, D. C., March 3.—[Special.}— 
The question of woman suffrage occupied the 
attention of both branches of congress today. 

While the senate was engaged in debating 
the Chamberlain resolution, proposing an 
equal rights amendment to the constitution, 
the house committee on the judiciary was 
listening to arguments on both sides of the 
issue. 

It appears that the suffragists will get 


small consideration from the national legis- 


lature. As a result of a change of plan on 
the part of Republican senators, it is certain 
tonight that the Chamberlain resolution, in- 
stead of being passed, as was determined 
upon yesterday, will be beaten. The vote will 
be taken tomorrow, and the chances are the 
resolution will not receive a majority, much 
leas the two-thirds vote required for passage. 

The defeat of the Chamberlain resolution 
will not diminish the ardor of the suffragists. 
Mrs. Medill McCormick of Chicago has sug- 
gested a national referendum on the subject. 


Women Firm in Demands. 

The house committee listened to some plain- 
ly expressed views—threats, Representative 
Beall of Texas preferred to callthem. In- 
cidentally the Democrats were warned this 
was their last chance and the warning car- 
ried with it the promise of a wholesale de- 
fection in the ten states where women now 
enjoy the franchise. 

The suffragists opened the proceedings and 
the threat of defection came early. It was 
from Mrs. Crystal Eastman Benedict of New 
York, a young and beautiful woman, ar- 
rayed in spring millinery and an exquisitely 
tailored gown. This was the gauntlet she 
threw down to the Democrats: 

“ Grant us woman suffrage throughout the 
United States—or 4,000,000 women who vote 
in the states where suffrage is a fact will 
vote against you. If this congress does not 
take action it will be because the party delſb- 
erately sidesteps this vital issue. When 
you turn to the 4,000,000 women who will 
vote at the next presidential election—and 
there may be more by that time—and tell 
them what a splendid administration you 
have given us, what a fine tariff bill you 
passed, what a supertor currency and anti- 
trust program you have carried to fruition, 
the women will reply to you that you have 
deliberately refrained from dealing with jus- 
tice and fairness to the women of such 
states as have not granted equal suffrage.” 


Silent Regarding G. O. P. 

Representative Carlin of Virginia wanted 
to know what the attitude of the suffragists 
would be toward the Republican party. 

Mrs. Benedict did not anewer the question 
directly, but Representative Chandler, Pro- 
gressive,.of New York, said: 

% Since the Republican party has failed 
and the Democrats seem disposed to fail as 
well, why should not your 4,000,000 women 
turn to the Progressive party, which favors 
woman suffrage?” 

“JT am giving away none of our plans to- 
day,” Mrs. Benedict said. “ But you must 
remember that the question of woman suf- 
frage is no longer one of right or justice, or 
principle alone, but it is today a matter of 
political expediency.” 


Warns of Political Graveya 

Other suffragist speakers in turn were Dr. 
Cora Smith King, who warned the judiciary, 
committee that it should be no longer the 
“ graveyard committee of the house,“ where 
suffrage bills and resolutions are buried. 

„I warn you,” she sald. “ Ghosts may 
walk. Remember the ides of November.” 


A big delegation of women from various’ 


states appeared before the committee to reply 
to the arguments of the suffragists. | 
Miss Minnie Bronson, secretary of the 
National Association Opposed to Woman 
Suffrage, who charged the suffragists with 
using congress as an advertisement, said: 

“IT want to call your attention to the fact 
that the suffragists are using the federal 
government for the purpose of advertising 
their views through the speeches they make 
here. I don't know whether you call that 
petty grafting or not.” 

‘In the course of the hearings there was 
much disorder in the committee room. Chair- 
man Clayton repeatedly tried to persuade 
the audience, which numbered several hun- 
dred, to preserve decorum. His efforts were 
unavailing, for a chorus of hisses and mock 
applause greeted the points made by the 
antis, while indignant audible sniffs were the 
weapon of attack used by the antis when the 
suffragists were having their innings.

H. Greeley of Chicago, representing the 
Farmers’ Elevator associations of the prairie 
states, alleges that a combination of publie 
grain elevator proprietors in Chicago, in col- 
lusion with the Chicago board of trade, vio- 
lates the Illinoislaw with impunity and swin- 
des speculators.

Appointment Made by O Day 
After Veteran Takes First 
Drill at Tampa.

Leach is the veteran of the te so far as 


major league service is concerned, and is 
popular among the players, although modest 
and retiring. He does not even stay at the 
same hotel with the team, but prefers a quiet 
boarding place, where he lived last fall before 
going to his ranch at Haines City for the 
winter, 

Leach came to the Cubs from Pittsburgh in 
1912, when he and Liefield were received in 
exchange for Artie Hofman and King 
Cole, neither of whom survived with the 
Pirates. The new captain played a wonder- 
ful game last season. His batting in the 
early season. before some of the regulars 
caught their stride helped keep the Cubs in 
the running. 

Leach was 36 years old last November, and 
is beginning hist sixteenth seasor in’ the 
majors. He started as a third baseman and 
shortstop with Louisville in 1899, and moved 
to Pittsburgh when the entire team of 
Colonels was transferred there in 1900 owing 
to a reduction of the major league circuit 
from twelve to eight clubs. He played third 
base regularly until 16.5, when he began to 
take turns in the outfield. Finally he went 
to the outer defense permanently in 1908, be- 
cause there was less strain on his legs than 
in the infleld. He attributes the fact that he 
was able to remain in the game regularly last 
season in part to the care bestowed upon him 
by Trainer Hart: 


Noted as Timely Batter. 
Always well up in the batting averages, 
Leach is noted as a timely and cleanup hit- 


ter. He ranked third among the Cubs last year 
with .287. He did not get along well with Man- 
ager Evers, and at one time last season only the 
intervention of Artie Phelan prevented an ex- 
change of fisticuffs on the diamond between Leach 
and the Trojan.
